SUPPLEMENTAL INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

On March 21, 2008, a telephonic interview was conducted between the Examiner 
and Chance Hardie. An Office communication mailed March 26, 2008 included a 
section entitled Substance of Interview provided by the Examiner. However, the 
Examiner incorrectly stated points raised by Applicant during the interview. Mr. Hardie 
indicated that the art cited against claim 1 displays greater than 97.5% "Query Match" 
because conservative substitutions have not been counted the same as non- 
conservative substitutions. Applicant used the term "identity" to mean that all 
mismatches should have been counted, without preference, regardless of whether or
